COAST GUARD RAISES 
ENLISTMENT STANDARDS 

Higher standards for 17-year-old 
male enlistees in the United States 
Coast Guard were revealed today, 
along with an announcement that the 
quota for Coast Guard enlistments of 
apprentice seamen has been increas- 
ed. In making this announcement 
Coast Guard officials pointed out 
that the Coast Guard is the only 
branch of the armed forces' that does 
not 'induct ' draftees. Consequently, 
men .of 17 who enlist in the Coast 
Guard compete only with others in 
the same age group for entrance to 
service schools. 

Requirements for enlistment in - the 
Coast' Guard are now higher than 
those of the other armed forces. Ap- 
plicants must have at, least three years 
of high school and be in excellent 
physical condition. Upon completion 
of boot training at the Coast Guard 
Training Station, Manhattan Beach, 
New York City, Coast Guardsmen 
either enter a service school or are 
assigned immediately to duty.

The following military ihfor., for 
what it is worth, is passed on from 
Fort Worth Air field, Tex,, via the

Tex.— The Tarranteer, field news- 
paper, sent a reporter , burrowing 
through "bulky piles of army regula- 
tions, circulars and assorted direc- 
tives" to see what he could find.

There's a regulation 
that says no man shall suffer a pay 
reduction by reason of being commis- 
sioned.
